OPPOSITION CENTRAL COMMITTEE. 
MESSES. HESING AND KEELEY STATE THEIR POSI- 

| ‘TIONS. 

An adjourned meeting of the Opposition 
County Central Committee was held yesterday 
afternoon in the Sherman House club-rooma, 
Phil Couley in the chair, and the following mem- 
bers present: Von Hollen, Pusheck, Kehoe, 
O’Brien, Hise, Hesing, Smith, Gardner, Ben- 
ningbauser, Bonfieid, the two McDermotts, Cul- 
lerton, Eston, Myers, and Casseiman. 

Some fifty or more outsiders were present. 

The Chairman called the meeting to order, 
and said taat the object was to select places and 
judges for primary elections or caucuses. 

Mr. Myers was selected to act for Mr. Schoen- 
inger from the Seventeenth Ward. 

ADDITIONAL DELEGATES. 

Mr. Bonfield moved that the wards have two 
additional delegates each. 

An amendment was offered to increase Cicero's 
delegation to these, the wards to remain aa they 
were. ' 

Remarks were made by Messrs. Von Hollen, 
Garduer, and Eaton, the latter presenting a 
communication from the Opposition Club of the 
Tenth Ward protesting against the assigument 
of delegates alrdady made. 

Larry O’Brien moved that the amendment be 
laid on the table. 

A communication was received from the Town 
of Lake protesting against the allo.ment of 
delegates made. It was signed by about fifty 
names. 

The amendment was withdrawn. 

Mr. Casselman moved that tae large wards 
have three additional delegates. 

Laid on the table. 

The original motion for two additional dele- 
gates was carried. 

Mr. Keeley wanted to express bis opinion, and 
a lively discussibu took piace as to waether he 
should be allowed to speak. 

A vote was taken, aad seemed to be against 
Mr. Keeley. 

Mr. Keeley said that he claimed a right to be 
beard, because he was a candidate before the 
Convention. 

Mr. Washington Hesing approved Mr. Keeley's 
attempt to makb a speech, and after some fur ther 
discussion, which grew vituperative at times, 
the motion to é¢ut off outsiders was withdrawn, 
with the understanding that no one beside Mr. 
Keeley was to de suffered to speak. 

MR. KEELEY 
then delivered @ short speech with considerable 
vigor and force, taking for bie text the injustice 
winch oe claimed was being done him in the ap- 
pointment. After commenting on the subject 
in general terms, be said : 

1 deuouuce the manner in which the appor- 
tionment was made as undemocratic and grossly 
unfair. Take an instance: The county towns 
gave the Oppogition party about 3,000 votes, and 
you have 17 them sixty-four delegates, or 


one to eve fty voters. The Sixth, Seventh, 
Eighth, an inth Wards cast 9,000 votes, or 
about one-thiri the whole party vote, and you 
give them onlyforty delegates, or one to about 
200 votes. Is this Democratic, or decent, or fair? 
Again, the First Ward cast 570 Opposition 
votes, and you give it Bix del- 
gates, While you give only ten to the 
Sixth Ward with 2,600 votes. I protest against 
aud denounce the policy of giving a delegate for 
every 100 votes in one ward, and one for every 
300 in another.) This apportionment was made 
in the iterest of some clique or ring,—in the 
interest of some candidate. When I eatered the 
canvaes I did sp with the expectation of having 
only a esa ee. fair canvass with Mr. Hesing, 
and that is all I want. I want to abide by the 
action of the Cpnveation. 
IF 1 CAN HAVE FAIR PLAY, 

but if there is to be any such foul-play as is in- 
dicated the pedple will not stand it, and I will 
not either. 

My opponent had a representative on the 
Committee which made the apportionment, and 
had every opportunity to make the allotment as 
he chose for his Own interests. Is it likely that 
he neglected the chance? 

Mr. Fusneck said that 

THE FIGURES GIVEN BY MR. KEELEY 
were wrong; the basis was not on last fall’s 
election at ail, but on the vote on Judge Moore.

Notwithstanding the refusal of Messrs. 
Meopr and Sanxzr to come to Chicago at 
present and organize a revival, there is a very 
evident determination upon the part of the 
Christian workers of the city that the project 
shall not be allowed to languish on that ac- 
coumt. The Christian business men have 
taken up the scheme where the churches left 
it, anti will recommend to the churches that 
they unite with them to give the leadership 
of the movement to Messrs. WMrria and 
Buss. Maj. Warrrtz is an old resident of 
the city, and is as well acquainted with it as 
Moopy. He is as intelligent, as earnest, and 
as well educated a man as Moopy. He has 
not the prestige of European success to work 
upon, but in religious matters it is perhaps 
better to leave European prestige to actors, 
authors, and prima donnas, and trust 
to faith in the Deity. At home he 
has been very successful, and just now 
he is awakening great interest and having 
rousing meetings in Minnesota. If he can 
inaugurate a revival in Minnesota, where he 
is a stnanger, he certainly can do the same in 
Chicago, where he has been so well known 
for years. His musical coadjutor, Mr. Buss, 
is a better singer than ever was Mr. Sanxey, 
and has had as much practical experience, if 
not more, for Saxxxr is comparatively a new 
comer inthe field. The two, therefore, if 
they are accepted by the business men and 
ratified by the churches, will enter upon the 
movement with everything in their favor. 
What is needed now is the co-operation of the 
churches, They cmnnot afford to stand aloof 
and have a revival inaugurated by the business 
men in spite of mem. The business men need 
the machinery of the Church, its practical 
experience, its advice and counsels, to help on 
the great wor). There are two prominent 
reasons why the Church should lend its aid. 
First, if it does not, there will be those who 
will say thrat a revival without Moopy and 
SANKEY is an impossibility, or that the non- 
action of the churches is tantamount to a con- 
fession % that effect. This would be very 
mortifying, to say the least, and very prejudi- 
cial to the influence of the Church. Second, 
it mig ht make good the statement of scoffers 
that there cannot be a revival here unless 
Mos pr and Sanxery come to manage it. There 
hag. been altogether too much talk about 
Lor and Sanxey. The way to have 
& revival is to go ahead and have 
one, trusting to God to manage it. This 
setms to be the spirit which is act¥sting our 
business men, and the churches shetld meet 
thy im at least half-way and co-operate heartly 
With them. In no other department of work 
vould Chicago wait for outside help or coun- 
sel. She is always <elf-reliant and goes 
ahead. Why not do the same with the re- 
vival business? We have had the American 
Board here, have heard all they have to say 
bout foreign brethren, have sympathized 
with the missionaries and promised them 
help. Having finished up in the department 
of the Vineyard, now let us do something for 
our own brethren by an enthusiastic revival 
organized and managed by home talent. 


MURDER AS A FINE ABT. 
If De Quixcey had written some years 


later and lived in this country, a study of 
the ‘Williamson County vendetta would have 
given him some choice ideas for the embel- 
lishment of his essay on Murder as a Fine 
Art.” For deliberate and cold-blooded con- 
eeption and artistic execution, the Williamson 
County murders stand alone. There has 
been a vast improvement upon the original 
Qorsican notion of the vendetta. The family 
fands of Corsica became a national passion, 
and the sentiment of revenge would not have 
been satisfied if any of the incidental mur- 
ders had been commited by proxy. A Cor- 
sican, in pursuit of some traditional enemy, 
would probably have regarded it as a personal 


| Offense, combining insult and injury, if any- 


body els: had taken up his quarrel and killed 
his man. To have hired an assassin for that 
purpose would have been to pay out money 
to deprive himself of one of the most 
exquisite of earthly enjoyments,—the pleas- 
wre of doing the killing himself. But 
the chiefs in the Williamson County 
vendetta are a more refined sort of 
assassins. The recent State’s evidence given 
bya couple of the murderous employes re- 
veds the new order of things. It is not 
necessary in Williamson County that the 


jels on either side should use their own 
$40 shot-guns, nor undergo the per- 
discomfort of prowling around nights, 

nor offend their delicate senses by witnessing 
the gtshing of human blood and the scatter- 
ing of brains. They have a more modern

enemies. One set of hired assassins serves 
both It seems that Sam Mostek and Mus- 
SAL. Crain, the two fellows who have given 
evidence for the State, earned their living in 
this new branch of industry. It would ap- 
pear from their testimony that their gang 
worked impartially for the Botiuvers and the 
Pizasanrs,—opposing factions. The differ- 
ence in the scale of prices might have in- 


duced the professional assassins to favor one 


— National 
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compensatory circumstances. Thus, Days 
Pueasants or Jury Russert was willing to 
pay $600 apiece to have the Borityvenrs 
killed, while the Buixuvens fired only 8200 4 
head on the persons they wanted put out of 
the way. But the Buttons warted more 


that low prices increase business. The hired 
murderers would earn as much at $200 a head 
on one side as they could at $600 a head on 
the other side. 

It is not likely that all the fine-art qualities 
of the Williamson County vendetta will ever 
come to light, but the perfect disinterested- 
ness of the paid murderers, and their uniform 
and conscientious observance of the railroad 
law against discrimination, can scarcely fail 
to command the admiration of timid people 
who have been accustomed to regard murder 
as a rather startling, not to sav shocking, oc- 
currence. Once ina while humanity would 
get the better of these cool and impartial 
men, and they would permit their prejudices 
and preferences to assert themselves. Thus 
Mostek says he wanted to kill Stswur,“ and 
the reason why he wanted to kill Sisnry was 
because he thought Sisnex needed killing.” 
This was certainly an excellent reason, but 
it showed some personal feeling which 
detracts from the admirable imperturba- 
bility. and Spartan fairness which generally 
characterizes the Williamson County mur- 
ders. There seems also to have been a brief 


difference of opinion between Bulk and 


Cram as to whether young or old Sisney 
should be killed first; but this was not mate- 
rial. They stood not upon the order of their 
killing, and it happened that old Siswezr was 
the first to go. It appears, according to 
Musrcx’s testimony, that Cram complained a 
little bit about the trouble he had in killing 
the old man,—not that there was any resist- 
ance or danger, but be had a rough time of 
it on account of the rain and mud.” It may 
be, however, that Cram only mentioned this 
personal inconvenience to convince his em- 
ployer that he had earned his $200, so that 
the latter would not refuse payment in some 
easier case when there might be no “ rain 
and mud. The “rain and mud,” however, 
did not appear to make much impression on 
the assassin’s employer, as the latter only 
paid him $15 down, and made up the rest in 
promises. There is $15 for killing old 
Gores,” he said, and I will pay you thd 
rest when I sell my wheat.” Whether the 
balance was ever settled does not appear from 
the evidence, but it was probably paid if he 
ever hired the same man to do more murder. 

It is doubtful whether the public welfare 
is served by arresting and trying the hired 
murderers just atthis time. Itisa question 
whether it would not be better to permit 
them to continue their trade, since they are 
employed by both factions, until they kill off 
all the principals on either side, except those 
who pay the money. These should be spared 
for the hangman. 


THE GERMAN COMMERCIAL TROUBLE. 

Mr. Scuvrz, in his reply to Mr. WIDE 
Paruites, explained most admirably the con- 
dition of financial affairs in France, exhibit- 
ing how little Mr. PLS knew of the real 
facts of the caso. With reference to Ger- 
many he said: 

Mr. P. uses one Mustration which is intensely ludi- 
crons, He refers me to Germany and France,—Ger- 
many involved in a business crisis, and France in a 
condition of prosperity,—and this from a gentleman 
advocating an expansion of the currency! Does Mr. 
P. know what the cause of the business collapse in 
Germany was? I will tell him, Oertainly not the 
want of money, for after the French War an abun- 
dance of it floated into the country. The cause of col- 
lapse was over-production, over-trading, over-specu- 
tation, and over-straining of the credit-system, which 
is always to be excited by an over-abundance of money 
not the product of labor and industry, and business is 
now prostrated by a sweeping change in the monetary 
system of the country, What can Mr. Phillips make 
out of this fact for his argument? or will he perhaps 
pretend that the business crisis in Germany would not 
have occurred had the currency of the country been 
irredeemable paper instead of specie ? I suppoee there 
must be some limit to human folly. 

The facts of the case in Germany are very 
plain, and the existence of a commercial 
crisis there is clearly due to the inevitable 
laws which produce like results from Hike 
causes. The Imperial Government extorted 
in all from conquered France a sum equal to 
over eleven hundred millions of dollars in our 
money. Thecoin currency—legal-tender—of 
Germany was at that time, and until recent- 
ly, silver, and existed in large quantities. 
France purchased largely of this silver, and 
paid a great portion of her indemnity in that 
coinage. The Imperial Government, after 
paying all ite war-debt, distributed a portion 
of this enormous sum of money among the 
States of the Empire; it also engaged in 
building railroads and a navy, and in a com- 
paratively short time had disbursed in one 
way or another all of the indemnity received 
from France, save some two or three hun- 
dreds of millions which have been buried for 


future occasions in one of the fortified posts. 


Previous to this time Germany had, under 
a very low tariff, made great progress in 
manufactures and general productions. The 
imports were large and the exports were, on 
an average, equally large. The Germans 
were doing a prosperous business, They 
were producing heavily and finding a foreign 
market for all thefr surplus, and adding an- 
nually to the national wealth. 

At this moment there was a sudden acces- 
sion of seven or eight hundreds of millions 
of dollars to the circulating medium. The 
purchasing power of this money rapidly de- 
clined. The volume of money in a country 
constitutes the demand for other commodi- 
ties, and the volume of other commodities 
constitute the supply. The money is bought 
with commodities, and the commodities are 
sold forthe money. The sudden introduc- 
tion of so much money had the natural ef- 
fect of increasing the relative value of all 
the commodities held for sale for money, and 
a corresponding decrease of the purchasing 
power of the money; in other words, it 
required more money to purchase the same 
quantity of goods, to pay for the same 
amount of raw material, and to secure the 
same amount of labor. The cost of living 
greatly advanced; the prices of all articles 
were increased, and labor demanded a large 
access of wages. A result was that strikes 
for higher wages extended all over Germany. 
The manufacturers were the first sufferers. 
They had to pay more for all their raw 
material; had to pay more for wages, and the 
increased cost of their manufactared product 
rendered it less possible for them to export 
their fabrics and sell them in foreign markets. 
They manufactured, therefore, for the home 
market, and whatever surplus they produced 
was an over-production which remained un- 
sold in their warehouses. A consequence was 
a large over-production; the “ 


speculation, and men grew rich on credit. 
The enormous amount of money thus snd. 
denly introduced into the country had not 


been earned by labor, and was not the pro- 


: 
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B It was like a large 


prize in the lottery, and had substantially 
the same effect. Everybody added to his ex- 


the rich aspired to a mode of living that — 
years before would have been styled princely, 
and the less rich followed as closely as 
they could. It took but a comparatively 
short time for the effects of this abnormal 
condition of things to become marked. Man- 
ufacturing establishments closed. Labor was 
discharged. Warehouses were filled with un- 
salable goods; the imports were no longer 
paid for with domestic exports, and the flow 
of money to pay balances of trade set in to 
other countries. At this time also the Impe- 
rial Government put in operation a complete 
change of the monetary system of the Em- 
pire. Silver was demonetized, and gold sub- 
stituted as the legal standard, as in all other 
European States. The old denominations 
have been superseded, and a new unit of 
money has been established called the mark, 
which has nearly the same value as the En- 
glish shilling, and is computed at 23.8 cents 
in our money, three marks equaling one tha- 
ler. The gold coinage is in pieces of ten 
marks and twenty marks. The French met- 
rical system of weights and measures has also 
been put in operation. These sweeping and 
radical changes combined have disturbed and 
distracted the business of the country, and, 
added to the financial derangements produced 
by the sudden inflation by introduction of an 
enormous sum of money not earned, has 
produced the commercial complications of 
Germany, out of which, however, the coun- 
try is gradually becoming extricated. 

It will be seen, therefore, that the troubles 
in Germany have not been due to any scarcity 
of money; on the contrary, they have been 
due primarily to the extraordinary abundance 
of money,—so much in excess of the existing 
demand as to lessen its purchasing power. 
To have added an irredeemable paper cur- 
rency to the money of Germany would have 
been to have aggravated all the existing 


evils. 
The present condition of Germany is that 


nearly all the enormous amount of money ob- 
tained from France has been exported to pay 
for imports formerly paid with exports of 
domestic productions. Prices have fallen; 
manufactures have been resumed ;. labor has 
been re-employed; Germany 1s again export- 
ing goods; cost of living has declined; ex- 
travagant expenditure has abated; and matters 
are again approximating to the old condition 
of prosperity. The influx of unearned money 
has had its day and has been measurably 
wasted, and Germany, in going back to old 
values, is probably richer than she was with 
the French indemnity, with its destructive | 
effecta. 


THE LESSONS OF FALL BIVER, 

The Fall River trouble has ended with the 
triumph, of the manufacturers. They have 
secured all the operatives they need upon 
the conditions they dictated. Every em- 
ploye has been obliged to sign a contract to 
the effect that he will neither belong to, nor 
be influenced by, a trade-union. The men 
have lost, by their strike, the wages that they 
might have earned and the right to combine 
in self-defense They have gained—nothing, 
absolutely nothing. Thecost of sheltering, 
feeding, and clothing them during their “ va- 
cation must be subtracted from the world’s 
aggregate capital, from the fund which main- 
tains labor, as a dead loss. Fall River has 
been living in barbarism during the 
last few weeks. It has not emerged 
from barbarism because the men have 
gone back to work. he conditions 
of employment which made the late strike 
possible still exist, and exist in greater force 
than ever, for there is more bitterness of 
feeling between masters and men now than 
there was then. It is as certain as 
sunrising that the employes will secretly 
combine, despite their promise ; that they will 
collect funds for the sake of waging a more 
successfal fight in the future with their em- 
ployers; and that they will strike again as 
soon as the suffering caused by this strike 
has ceased to be felt. Is there no way of 
preventing the accomplishment of this wretch- 
ed programme? If there is, it behooves the 
masters to try it. They have conquered ; they 
can afford to be magnanimous ; they ought 
to be just. Cannot they at least propose to 
their operatives the establishment of perma- 
nent Boards of Arbitration, such as Mr. Mun- 
pELLA and Judge Kerriz have made so de- 
servedly successful in England? They might 
well go beyond this and try the experiment, 
for six months or a year, of dividing some 
portion of their surplus profit with their 
men. By surplus profits, we mean those 
above a fair percentage on the capital in- 
vested. If some of this surplus is offered to 
the men, in proportion to the wages earned 
by each during the time for which this divi- 
dend on labor is declared, it acts as a power- 
ful incentive to the employes to do their 
very best. It makes the folly of strikes and 
the benefit of hard and honest work plain to 
the dullest intellect. Cannot manufacturers 
in Fall River and outside of Fall River lay 
these facts to heart, and do something to 
remedy the barbarous demoralization of the 
relations between capital and labor ? 

Tue Trisune’s Washington correspondent 
says Architect Porrzr states that all of 
the recommendations of the last Government 
Commission will be carried out.” Indeed! One 
part of the work, and one only, the Commis- 
sion urged should be proceeded with “‘ as 
soon as possible,” and yet to this day no sin- 
gle step has been taken at the building, and 
no line of instructions received there to give 
effect to that recommendation. The dispatch 
says: ** The recommendation as to the walls 
will receive attention last, as they are regard- 
ed of less importance than the foundation. 
The latter will be immediately strengthened. 
As soon aa this is done, the portion of the wall 
referred to in the Government 
port will be taken down and re- 
built.” Who regards the recommendation 
as to the walls of less importance than the 
foundation? The Commission, in their re- 
port, say (after demonstrating that the pres- 
ent foundation would bear twice the weight

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ing is done, a certain portion of the wall will 
be taken down and rebuilt,—in other words, 
that the particular work which the Commis- 


sion apparently regarded as of paramount 


It will not be pretended that this portion of 
the work could not proceed at the same 
time with the concreting, or that 
by this time it might not have been far ad- 
vanced under the direction of the present 
Superintendent. However urgent. may be 
the matter of appointing a new Superintend- 
ent, it will not be pretended that the present 
incumbehft is incapable of advancing this im- 
portant branch of the work until his successor 
arrives. 


If convict labor is 8 serious ‘evil to honest 
labor, its worst results in this way must 
naturally be in the immediate vicinity of the 
Penitentiary which contains the convicts in 
question. But the Joliet (Il.) Sun has dis- 
covered that prison labor in that city 
has no appreciable effect upon the 
pay or comfort of Joliet workingmen. 
Seven trades are carried on in the 
Penitentiary. Only one of them—that of 
cutting and dressing stone—interferes with 
local industry, and even its interference is 
doubtful. Most of the convicts are employed 
in making boots and shoes, and Joliet has as 
many manufactories of these goods as any 
town of equal size in the country. Thesame 
lack of competition is true of all the other 
trades in which prison labor is employed. 
Joliet, so far from suffering from the pres- 
ence of the Penitentiary, has an increased 
population of honest men, and an increased 
business of over $250,000 a year. This neat 
little demonstration punctures the convict- 
labor bugbear pretty thoroughly. 


The latest news from Madrid shows that 
the Spanish Government does not scare well 
in its wrangle with the Vatican. In reply to 
the Nuncio’s communications it takes a posi- 
tion which is almost amusing, by declaring 
that it will respect the Concordat so long as 


of Spain, and at the same time by admitting 
that it bas violated the Concordat and must 
maintain toleration. The statement recalls 
Twerep's famous What are you going to do 
about it?” As the Vatican has but one re- 
source left, the blessing of Dow Canrzos, if he 
can be found to bless or can stop long 
enough in his flight from Don Arronso for 
the spiritual coronation, the news may come 
any day that the Pontiff has taken this empty 
form of revenge upon the Liberal Ministry.

Reading such 
things, and listening to Fpeeches of the same 
sort, they are apt to receive the impression that 
they have no interest in common with the rest of 
society ; that there are some artificial contriv- 
ances by which their spechal prosperity as a class 
can be promoted outside t he ways of productivein- 
dust ry. apd that they may expect more front fiuan- 
cial tricks than from the earnings of honest labor. 
How mischievous stsch teachings are, appears 
from the fact that 10 many laboring men have 
been seduced into the support of the. iuflation 
policy, which their own good sense should show 
them to bave beer: especially invented to oppress 
the laboring man himself by robbing him of the 
fruit of his labor and the value of his savings, 
by currency @epreciation,—and all this for the 
benefit of the gambler and speculator.

RIVERS ANO HARBORS. 
CHICAGO. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicage friwune, 
Wasutroron, D. C., Oct. 11.—The following 
are the estimates just returned by the Engineer 
Corps for the river and harbor improvements at 
the principal places on the Northwestern lakes 


for the coming flecal year: 

Chicago, $5,000. The amount available July 
I. 1875, was $155.135. The south end of the 
breakwater is now 3,280 feet from the shore live 
off the Illinois Central breakwater, and stands in 
21 feet of water. The new work is designed to 
protect the outer face of the breakwater, and has 
progressed very favorably. The superetructure of 
the breakwater is now completed for a running 
length of 2.750 feet. The remaining 1,250 feet 
it is expected will be completed by the middle of

and for removing the wrecks, are vigorously 
prosecuting their contracts. It is believed that 
the extension of the North Pier will have the 
effect of giving a perfectly quiet and secure road- 
stead for vessels in the outer basin. Even now 
yessela can get good protection there. Maj. 
Houston says that he bas lately been trying 
to get the Harbormaster to compel all vessels 
now under charter to use the outer basin. He 
has met with but indifferent success. He hopes 
to make mariners appreciate the advantage of 
the roadsiead prepared for tbem. and the neces- 
sity of relieving the Chicago River from the mass 
of idle shipping which interferes so materially 
with its free use. e depths have increased ip 
the outer basin owing to private dredging. There

opposite the lighthouse, due to sand washed in 
from the outside. it forms no obstruction 
to the main channel as yet, but it 
will de best to dredge the shore to 
the extent of about 25,000 cubic yards, and an ex- 
pense of $5,000.

PETTY SMOUCCUING. 
PRECAUTIONARY REGULATIONS. 
Speciat Dunatek to [he Chicago Tribune, 

Wasninotor, D. C., Oct. 11.—The Grand 
Trunk Railroad has made numerous complaints 
that the regulations relative to the band-baggage 
of the passengers on the through from Chicago 
to Buffalo seriously interferes with the business 
of that road. A new regulation bas just been 
adopted which it is expected will remove all 
cause of complaint. Collectors at Detroit and 
Suspevsion Bridge are ordered to enforce it. 
The band-baggage will be marked by 
the Oustom officers at the port of 
departure with an adhesive stamp, to 
be prepared expressly for this service, indicat- 
ing on its face the date and hour of the passen- 
ger’s departure, so that the custom officers at 
the port of entry may determine at a glance 
whether the arriving passengers carrying hand- 
baggage performed the journey on a continuous 
train. The stamps will be marked with the time 
of departure, and customs inspectors will be re- 
quired to render an account and return stamps 
not used. This regulation will save through 
passengers from any annoyance arising from the 
present methéd of having their ex- 
amined by customs officers.

AMUSEMENTS, 


M’VICKER’S THEATRE. 

Old Platarch’s story of Spartacus, in the life 
of Crassus, is unadorned and meagre. It repre- 
sents the Thracian a gladiator at Capua; teils of 
the rising under his leadership; and chronicles 
in bare outline his victories and defeats. No 
previous historian bad done justice to the memo- 
ry of Spartacus. Roman hatred and Roman 
envy belittled his achievements. He was set 
dowu in the books as a rash fool, who aspired to 
the empire of the world,—as an ignoraut waif 
of fortune, who won temporary successes 
through the blunders of others. But Piutarch 
eaid he was first of all a freeman and afterwards 
a General. Spartacus planned and fought only 
for freedom. He would have broken through 
the outposts of Roman civilization and become 
again only a Thracian. As the play has it, 
he thanked God there were some barbarians 
left. He longed to be with his Thracians, 
and with that lot he would have been content. 
His soidiers, turned giddy by the unexpected 
heigbts upon which they trod, would not let him 
go. They saw Sicily and Rome, as they sup- 
posed, open to their victorious arms; they long- 
ed to sack the Imperial city, and establien them- 
selves on thrones. Spartacus was drawn into 
this campaigu most unwillingly. He foreboded 
evil from the start ; but be refused to desert his 
followers when their unanimous voice called him 


to lead on ward. 

These familiar historical facts are, on the 
whole, remarkably well used in Dr. Bird's play, 
Tue Gladiator,” but the central figure of the 
piece is not drawn with entire accuracy, He 
lacks some of the finer qualities which modern 
research has discovered belonged to the 
historical Spartacus ; and he pos- 
sesses instead some rude powers which 
might well have been dispensed with in an artis- 
tic creation. Thus the modesty and self-devo- 
tion of Spartacus are almost suppressed in the 
play. and in place of them he is made to exhibit 
some brutal passions, which were, at least, not 
his distinguishing characteristics. Part of Mr. 
McCuilough’s shortcomings in the performance 
of Spartacus arise from the faulty conception of 
the piaywright ; others are plainly due to his 
own deficiencies aud defects. His voice bas been 
strained of late. It is not now very melodious, 
nor is its quality of roughness disguised, as it 
might be, by any artifices known to the stage. 
Spartacus, of course, cannot reasonably be ex- 
pected to speak in silvery accent; but, on the 
other hand, there is no authority to warrant Mr. 
McCullongh’s devotion to guttural gymnastics, as 
if these alone could express the deepest emo- 
tions. Mr. McCuliough is bot strong in patnetic 
parts, and when intense teeling is to be ex- 

ressed merely by a tone he frequentiy descends 
into ordinary commonplace. It is, we are aware, 
the effort of the school to. which he belongs to 
avoid all appearance of straining,—to be patu- 
ral, at all bazards. Now to be natural, when the 
spirit is deeply moved and tue whole body vi- 
bratiwg with feeling, is not to appear unmoved. 
or to measure off syllables with a nice regard 
for quantity. Yet the school of Mr. MeCul- 
lough sometimes seems to proceed on this very 
erroneous idea. The consequence is tameness, 
absolute and unrelieved. Imagine such a speech 
from one brother te another as, Thou did’st 
discard me from thy heart; I banish thee from 
mine.” delivered mincingly, almost calm- 
ly! Or conceive a triumphant General 
ordering a prisoner whom he particularly hated 
to death, as if he were having a bath warmed 
for his invalid daughter! Such is Mr. MecCul- 
lough in his moments of weakness. It may be 
said, further, to conclude the present catalogue 
of bie defects, that he hae small descriptive pow- 
ers, little flexibility ot voice, and hmited ideas 
of stage business. His performance is uneven 
and at times crude. 

Mr. MoCullough’s best line of business is decla- 
mation. His speech, Rome wars not then on 
women,” was maguificently rendered last night; 
so was the address intheamphitheatre. Hisde- 
fiance to the prwtor, “ Kneel, thou, whose ser- 
vile soul was given for crouching; I am 
here to fight, was eloquent. Ia the expres- 
sion of fierce passions. also, Mr. McCullough 
is complete master of his art. His 
terrible looks at the puny Romans about him 
(who, by the way, were unusual) puny and 
knock-kneed) seemed to cause some apprehen- 
sion in the audience, and one young lady from 
the suburbs was évidently relieved when he 
passed on without eating a centurion or two. 
fasen all in all, Mr. McCullough is certainly an 
actor of more than average ability. It is a 
pleasure, not a pain, to witness bis performance 
from beginning to end. His deficiencies are so 
much less offensive than the common excesses 
that they can be easier pardoned. In aitempt- 
ing to avoid mannerisms of one kind he bas 
fallen into those of another; that is 1 long 
and short of his method. He desery to be 
ranked as an actor of marked talent. who 
by dintof hard work rather than by transcendent 
genius has gained a front rank in his profes- 
sion. 

The supporting parts last night were badly 
played. Only Mr. Gossin did anything at ail 
worth mentioning, aod he has appeared to better 
advantage here before. 

HOOLEY’S THEATRE.

Now, what in the name of common sense does 
be mean? ‘hat the Government under. his 
‘system’ is to discougt the notes 
basin-es-men who canvot get their 
discounted at the bank, and to make time 
loans to them, and to buy and sell their bills 
of exchenge? or does Mr. Phillips think, if 
more greenbacks are issued, a business-man, 
who at nt does not get ali desired bank-ac- 
commodatioa, will theu only have to put a tub 
out of doors in the evening, and a rain of green- 
backs will pour down to fill it before moraing ?

WEST MADISON STREET. 
THE CITIZENS WANT IMPROVEMENTS. 

A meeting of the property-owners of the ex- 

treme west end of the city was held last evening 


in Van Buren’s drug-store, corner of California 
avenue and Madison street, for the purpose of 
considering what steps should be taken for the 
improvement of the latter thoroughfare west of 
the railroad crossing. A. B. Kellogg was elected 
Chairman, and W. W. Calkius Secretary. 

Mr. Kellogg stated that the principal object of 
the meeting was t6 discuss the necessity of a 
system of sewerage on that part of Madison 
street. There might be sewerage eastward to 
the drains east of the railway, but the Board of 
Public Works, 288 through the influence of 
the West Side Park Commissioners, were sirong- 
ly opposed last year to constructing sewers in 
this direction, claiming that the fail was not 
great enough, and that the sewerage must run 
westward, and it was supposed that the Board 
would be equally unwilling to entertain any 
proposition of sewerage draining eastward this 


year. 

Mr. Calkine thought that al’ the efforts of the 
property-owners should be towards inducing the 
Board of Public Works to construct a large 
sewer on California avenue. He said that the 
Park Commissioners were perhaps financially in- 
terested iu having a seweron Kedzie avenue, 
but be thought that they were sufficiently inter- 
ested in Oalifornia avenue to cause them to 
buila a sewer through if they were urged by the 
property-owners along the proposed line. 

T. A. Conley thought that the only way to ac- 
complish anything was to besiege the Board of 
Public Works persistentlyiand determinediv un- 
til the work was done. If something vigorous 
wee not done quickly, Lake street would get 
the start, and the opportunity which Madison 
street had to outstrip Lake would be gone. 

Mr. Van Buren submitted the following. which 
was adopted. 

Resolved, That a committee of three be appointed by 
the Chair to advise with the Board of Public Works as 
tothe feasibility of immedia laying a sewer on 
California avenue south from e street to Harrison, 
thenes east on street to Western avenue, or 
else direct on California avenue to the river, 

W. W. Calkins, J. N. Banks, and B. Van Buren 
were named as the committee. Upon motion A. 
B. Kellogg, the Chairman of the meeting, was 
added to the Committee. 

An adjournment was then had until Monday 
evening in Van Buren’s Hall.

J will close by giving extracts of the law, hop- 
ing at some future time to have an opportunity 
of discussing county management more fully. 
Chap. 58, Sec. 31 of Revised Statutes of Illinois: 

The Clerks of all courts of record, the Treasurer, 
Sheriff, Coroner, and Recorder of Deeds of Cook 
County, elected after the adoption of the present Con- 
stitution of this State, shall receive as their only com- 
pensation, etc, . . . The County Treasurer thesum 
of $4,000, 

The Clerk of the Superior Court of Cook County, 
and the County Clerk, the Clerk of the Circuit Court, 
the County Treasurer, the Sheriff, Oogoner, and Re- 
corder of Deeds of Cook County shall, irom the time 
when their (salaries or) salary begins as herein pro- 
vided, each of them, in a book provided for the pur- 
pose, keep a full, true, and minute account of all fees 
and emoluments of his oftice,— 

I find in Webster's D:ctionary the following 
definition of “emoluments,” which I give to 
save my friend Miller the time for looking it up: 

Emolument—The profit arising from office or em- 
ployment; that which is received as a compensation 
for services, or which is annexed to the possession of 
office, as salary, fees, and perquisites, advantage, gain, 


public or private, 


Ido not see any $150,000 in the Treasurer's 

office, unless Webster is wrong. It takes in 
everything. 
—<designating in corresponding columns the amount 
of all fees and emoluments earned, etc. Every tuch 
officer, respectively, shall, on the let day of June and 
the Ist day of December in each year, during the 
termof his office, and while receiving a salary, as 
berein provided, make tothe Chairman of the Board 
of Commissioners a report in writing, under oath, of 
all the fees and emoluments of his office, of every 
name and description whatsoever, etc. 0 

This does not leave anything but the $4,000. 
Nothing else can be taken without perjury. 
There is nothing to retrieve lost fortunes. 

And if, in the County of Cook, upon auditing of such 
accounts, there shall be found any balance due to the 
County of Cook from the County Treasurer, the County 
of Cook shail account for and pay over to the City of 
Chicago its just proportion of the same. . 

This last clanse was designed to include the 
14¢ percent charged by the Treasurer for the 
collection of the delinquent list returued by the 
City of Chicago. in closing, I would inquire 
who gets the interest onthe grab law railway 
rebates, and the money in ion of the 
county for building the Court-House? That is a 
sort of permanent fund. Wouidit not be a good 
idea to invest this or any surplus funds in United 
States bonds? Does it make any differeiite to 
Mr. Miller to whom these funds are transferred ?

HORSE-STEALING IN CHICAGO.

Oma, Oct. 11.—The other day, in M 
City, in this State, a common borse-thief was 
pursued by an indignant rural population and 
lynched, Horse-stealing is decidedly a poor 
business in the country, besides being attended 
with a considerable personal danger if the thief 
is caught. In wide contrast, indeed, is the busi- 
pess carried on in this city, where, judging from 
the innumerable reports of horses and car- 
riages being taken cvery day, it would seem 
that our city detective force is powerless to pre- 
vent or discover the gangs that are engaged in 
the business’ of horse-stealicg in our midst. 
One of our morning papers last week announced 
no less than seven horses and rige taken 
from our streets during the twenty-four 
hours 8 Not a day passes that 
horses and vehicles are nut taken from 
the streets almost before the face and eyes of 
their owners. In every instance coming to our 
knowledge of the sufferers having given infor- 
mation to the Police Department, the otticer 
having in charge this brauch has invariably ad- 
vised secrecy and not to advertise losses. Why 
this advice is given 1 leave the Police Depart- 
ment to explain. Ou the other hand, in every 
case of stolen horses and carriages advertised in 
Tus Trisunz, they have been found and the 
property regained by the owner, comiog to the 
knowledge of the writer. 

Why this inefliciency on the part of our police 
detective force? Certainly it demands a public 
explanation. Robberies, burglaries, and other 
crimes, are pursued q@ith vigor and punished. 
yet borec-stealing is an every-day occuirence in 
Chicago. Let the thieves be pursued and pun- 
ished, and our word for it, horse-stealing in Chi-

T. Fornier, from Quebec ; W. A. Henry, from 
Nova Scotia; Wiliam J. Ritchie, from New 
Bruoswick. 

Robert Cassels, of Ottawa, has been 
appointed Registrator of Court. Mr. Richards 
was lately Chief Justice of Ontario. Mr. Strong 
is from the Ontario Courts of Error and 
Appeal. Taschereau was heretofore of the Court 
of Queen's Bench, of Quebec. Mr. Fornier 
leaves the Privy Council to take a seat on the 
Supreme Bench. Mr. Henry is from the Nova 
Scotia Bar. Mr. Ritchie was lately Chief Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court of New Brunswick.

NORTA CAROLINA. 


Some of the Provisions of Its New 
Constitution. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Wasnineron, D. C., Oct. 11.—Advices from 
Nortk Carolina show that the Constitutional Con- 
vention is doing what the Republicans predicted 
it would do. It s attempting to nullify the re- 
sults of reconstruction, and to remand the negro 
toa condition of vassalege, or to disfraochise 
him. One article provides that ninety days’ res- 
idence in any county shall be required to eatab- 
lish the right of franchise. The limit now is 
thirty days. Another forever deprives per- 
sons of the elective franchise who 
have been convicted of an infamous 
crime, and fails to define what shall be 
considered infamous crimes. This would 
allow partisan Judges and eclectionofficers to 
make the theft of a chicken or any other offense 
an infamous crime. The evident purpose of the 
two articles last alluded to is to prevent colored 
men and poor white men from exercising the 
right of suffrage. Other equaily obnoxious 
matter has been adopted by the Convention. An 
ordinance has been adopted providing that the 
amended Constitution shail be submitted to a 
vote of the people at the election to be held in 
November, 1876. 

Ma.zton, N. C., Oct. 11.—The State Constitu- 
tional Convention adjourned sine die this even- 
ing after a session of thirty-one working days. 
In the last few days of the session many impor- 
tant ordipances passed, amounting to a general 
emancipation of the Legislature from the re- 
strictions under which it has labored since 1868, 
and giving it larger powers.
